•Washington. Oct. "" -There was a sua- 


den spurt of activity at the navy yard

night and between 75 and 100 men 


were put on night work to finish up the 
•imamcnt of tho battleship Oregon, now 
lying at the Mare Island navy yard at 
8«n Francisco, inls Is the first time in 
many years that a night shift ha» ever 
fceen working »t tbe navy yard and it Is 
rcKiirded as the most remarkable since 
the force has been continually reduced 
In the past year, and the work on hand 
•has been husbanded carefully so »* to 
gave the SOO men now employed In the 
•hops who are the cream' of the mechan- 
ics, till an additional appropriation can 
be had from Congress.

The order yesterday was entirely unex- 


pected, so far as the men were concerned. 
-rhy were ordered to 
report In three 


shifts, part to work from 6 p. m. till 
mlJiilght parrfrom midnight till 4 a. m>. 
and the rest till S a. m. when work Is 
regularly resumed in the shop for the 
day. The extra force Is employed en- 
tirely on tho armament for the Oregon, 
tne twin ship to the Indiana, which has 
lately passed her very successful trial
